A SHORT DESCRIPTION 
of the Weſtern Iſles of Scotland, lying 
in the Dencalidon Sea, being about 300. 


HE firſt is the Iſle of man, of old called Dubonia: 
there was a town in it named Sodora, the biſhop | 
of the Iſles ſeat. It lies almoſt midway betwixe 

Ireland and Cumber in England, and Galloway in Seotland,, || 
24 miles in length, and 18 in breadth. Next unto Man is 
Ailfay, into the firth of Clyde, with a caſtle therein, an 
hard high craigs on all ſides, except at one entry unmanu- 
red. There comes a great number of boats. there to fiſthþ * 
Killen. There are many Conies and Solain geeſe in it. It 


Northeaſt, and Kingire upon the Southeaſt: 24 miles from 
Ailſay, lies Arran, almoſt direct North, 24 miles of length 
and 16 of breadth.
